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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The prior arts fail to teach or fairly suggest a method for reading a selected 
ferroelectric memory cell which applies different fractions of the programming voltages 
to the selected cell's word line, its first program line, its first bit line, and other non- 
selected cells word lines. Specifically, the novel idea or improvement over prior arts 
consists of using "a first fraction of a programming voltage applied to a first word line or 
control gate of a selected cell", "a ground potential applied to other word lines or control 
gates of non-selected cells", "a first fraction of programming voltage applied to a first 
program line or a first source/drain region of selected cell and to other program lines of 
non-selected memory cells", "a second fraction of programming voltage applied to a first 
bit line coupled to a second source/drain region of selected memory cell and to other bit 
lines or source/drain regions of non-selected memory cells". 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
